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$1.4 million windfall for water treatment plant 


Wilmington will receive $1,431,262 
in state funds toward the construction 
of its new Butters Row water 
filtration plant. 

Rep. James Miceli announced that 
he had secured the state grant, saying 
that an additional $400,000 will be set 
aside in case the current planned 
process doesn’t remedy the problems 
concerning one of the wells located off 
Chestnut Street. 

The new filtration plant is being 
constructed to eliminate iron 
manganese and trichloroethylene 
(TCE)from Wilmington’s water 
‘supply, itteluding many wells which 
are have been shut down because of 
high iron content and one because of 
TCE contamination. 

Miceli was high in his praise of 
Chairman George Allan and Arthur 
Smith of Wilmington’s Board of Water 
Commissioners, “We've all worked 
together many long hours these last 
few years to make sure Wilmington's 
water problems were corrected,” 
said Miceli 


Rep. Miceli was one of only four 
legislators who testified on behalf of 
Chapter 406 of the Acts of 1978, which 
created a $15 million dollar bond issue 
to assist cities and towns in the 
construction of drinking water 
filtration plants. 

Rep. Miceli and Chairman George 
Allan met with state officials on many 
occasions since 1978 to make sure that 
Wilmington would be covered under 
the legislation which was also 
amended in 1979. 

expertise provided by 
Wilmington's water commissioners 
along with Weston and Sampson, their 
consulting engineers, gave Miceli 
most of the ammunition he needed to 
justify the town’s application for 
funding of this project. ‘The town 
appropriated $2,750,000 by bond issue 
ata March 11, 1978, meeting and an 
additional $600,000 at a September 24, 
1979, town meeting. Allan and Smith 
had the unpleasant task of trying to 
convince the townspeople that it-was 
in their best interest to appropriate

Firefighters agree 
to contract 


The local firefighters union has 
agreed toa two year contract with the 
Town of Wilmington. The contractnt 
raise the first year, and an eight 
percent raise the second. 

The contract is retroactive to July 
1, 1980, when the previous contract 
expired. The firefighters are 
represented by the International 
Association of Fire Fighters. 

The firefighters group is the first to 
settle with the town this year. Three 
other groups have yet to come to 
agreement The police are 


represented by the International 
Brotherhood of Police Officers (IB- 
PO), the public buildings employees 
by the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) and town employees by 
the Wilmington Town Employees 
Association (WTEA) 

Traditionally, no group likes to be 
the first to settle, because the other 
groups then hold out and secure a 
higher increase. The town employees 
reportedly have been seeking raises 
of eight percent in each of two years.

If additional work is 
needed, the reimbursement could be 
as high as $1,868,773.22. 

Instead of costing the town up to 
$3,350,000, the town’s cost will, be a 
maximum of $1,918,768.78. 

Miceli said this shows the benefits 
that can accrue toa community when 
both state and local officials work 
together, He also said how fortunate 
the community was to have people of 
high calibre like Allan and Smith 
serving and working hard as volun- 
teers on the Board of Water Com- 
missioners 

The new plant not only raises the 
quality of the water but brings 
Wilmington's water production to an 
all time high and should solve all 
currently existing problems, The 
filtration ‘plant is expected to be in 
operation in the spring of 1981 


New police post causes stir 


The creation of a new police 
department post caused something of 
a stir at a meeting of Wilmington's 
selectmen Monday night 

Scheduled to report on crime 
prevention was Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart. His announcement, 
however, that his department's crime 
prevention efforts included the mid - 
September appointment of Officer 
William Gable to the new post of 
Crime Prevention Offiger ‘act with 
some outspoken criticism by Select- 
man Aldo Caira. 

Caira wanted to know why the 
selectmen hadn't been informed 
before the appointment was made. 

“Sometimes I think we have too 
many specialists," he commented. 
“Where do we really need the people? 

. . Out patrolling. in the cars. 
Shouldn't the sergeants be respon 
sible for some of these (crime 
prevention) areas?” 

“It sounds like you are questioning 
my judgement in the running of my 
department," replied Stewart 
angrily. “I think my record stands 


for me. 

Since 1978, Stewart said, his 
department had shown a 1000 percent 
increase in the prosecution of van- 
dalism cases, His action in the ap- 
pointment of a crime prevention 
officer came, he said, in response to a 
list of suggestions made by 
Wilmington's Vandalism Committee 
and referred to him by the board of 
selectmen.

Gable, he 
added, had already responded to a 
series of break-ins at water depart- 
ment pumping stations and had come 
up with some well - thought out 
suggestions. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris was 
one of the first to defend Stewart's 
action, 

“J think you are doing a splendid 
job compared to the job I have seen as 
it relates to the record of the depart- 
ment. I think the area of crime 
prevention officer is an outstanding 
one especially if it isn't going to add 
anything to our costs," he said. 

DePasquale questioned, however, 
whether collective bargaining could 
upgrade the job sometime in the 
future and require funding for the 


post

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New housing for elderly a problem in Wilmington 


Housing for the elderly is an ac- 
cepted norm, in the civilization of 
today in Massachusetts. Such 
housing provides, in part at least, an 
answer to a social question - how to 
care for those people who are ad- 
vancing in years? 

Wilmington has the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, formed early in 
the 1950s. It has been in operation 
since then, as an agency of the state. 
Four of the five members of the board 
are elected locally, and are residents 
of Wilmington. The fifth member is a 
state apointee, but also a_ local 
resident. 

Shortly after the Authority was 
formed construction started on a 40 
unit project of elderly housing. The 
street leading into the project was 
named for Harry Deming. He had 
been the town accountant of 
Wilmington for many years, and was 
the first man named by the selectmen 
to be town manager of Wilmington. 
‘This was a temporary appointment 
which lasted for one month. 

Deming took part in the opening 
ceremonies for the project. Since 
then there has been no additional old 
age housing in Wilmington. There 
have been a number of efforts to 
obtain more. One of these was by a 
private firm, on a site in East 
Wilmington, near Route 93 and near 
the Reading town line. All efforts 
have been unsuccessful. 

At the present time the Wilmington 
Housing Authority has three housing 
programs, all known by numbers 
which come from the state and 
federal governmental programs. 

The housing for the elderly on 
Deming Way is the 667 progran, 
Massachusetts, There are 40 units. 
The 705 program, also funded by the 
state, is for four homes, which have 
been purchased by the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, using state funds, 
and in which families are housed. The 
four homes are in scattered sites in 
Wilmington. . 

Section 8 is the name of a program 
sponsored by the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). There are eight 
families in Wilmington who are 
receiving assistance in their rent 
payment, through this program. The 
homes in which they live are privately 
ow! 

No Wilmington funds go into the 
operation of 667, 705 or Section 8. The 
members of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority receive no pay. There are 
three employees and an executive 
director, part time. Their pay does 
not come from Wilmington funds. 

In Massachusetts the funding to the 
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local housing authorities comes from 
the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development (E.0.C.D.) 

‘The Wilmington budget for the 667 
program, all state funds, is $64,332 a 
year. The budget for the 705 program, 
all state funds, is $14,745 a year, The 
budget for Section 8, all HUD funds, is 
$23,261 a year 

‘Of the tenants on the Deming Way 
(667) project, at least 80 percent are 
previously Wilmington residents. The 
E.0.C.D. does retain the right to 
transfer residents from one com- 
munity to another, in cases of 
necessity. 

The current chairman of the WHA 
is Barbara Larson. She has been a 
member of the board for nearly 10 
years, elected by the townspeople. In 
those 10 years there has been no in- 
crease in elderly housing in 
Wilmington. 

Other towns and cities have been 
able to get EOCD funds for more 
elderly housing projects. Wilmington 
could not. The reason was that 
Wilmington was grouped with such 
cities as Somerville and Cambridge, 
which cities received a priority. 

The members of the WHA tried, but 
without effect, to get funding’ for 
elderly housing. In the past five years 
their efforts have be redoubled. 

One effect of this was the institution 
of the 705 program. Both the state and 
federal programs seek to provide 
housing for other than merely elderly 
citizens, and Wilmington's housing 
authority had to conform. 

The fact that the WHA had to 
conform, to get additional funds, is in 
a way a clue to the possible reasoning 
of some of the Wilmington residents. 
There are housing projects in which 
there are difficulties. The evening 
news programs seem to play up those 
difficulties, and those programs are 
seen by many people. 

The local housing authority seems 
to be attempting to provide additional 
old age housing. The 705 program is 
the result of this. The members of the 
WHA were told that if the WHA was to 
take part in a 705 program there 
would be a better chance to get more 
667 funds. 


About 18 months ago, as the result 
of a concerted effort, the WHA 
districting was changed. It is no 
longer a member of that group which 
includes the larger Boston suburbs. 
The WHA is now a part of the Nor- 
thern Middlesex Regional Planning 
District, which includes towns like 
Tewksbury and Chelmsford. The 
members feel there is a better chance 
of getting funds for a 667 program. 
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One of the things that happened in 
Wilmington, about five years ago, 
was the offer of a private builder to 
construct housing for senior citizens, 
for low and moderate income housing, 
and for high income housing, in a 
project that was to be on the banks of 
the Ipswich River, in East 
Wilmington. The elderly housing 
would have been apart from the rest. 
The remaining housing would have 
been mixed. 

The 1 went to the Board of 
Appeals for adjudication. This was 
under the provisions of a law that is 
known as Chapter 74, the anti-snob 
zoning law. 

In the anti-snob zoning law the 
Board of Appeals is practically forced 
to approve, after soliciting input from 
other local boards. If there is no 
approval, the state can take over and 
grant approval. 

‘The appeal was granted. Plans 
were made. Those plans included the 
construction of a Woburn Street 
sewer, to connect with the MDC 
sewer. 

‘There was a considerable op- 
position. In at least one occasion a 
racist slur was made. 

‘The private building firm offered to 
have a committee composed entirely 
of Wilmington residents be the 
Committee to pass on tenants for the 
project. The members of the WHA 
approved and the Town Crier ap- 
proved of the project, except for a 
certain construction detail. 

‘A law suit was brought into being, 
by the town. After several years the 
project was dropped by . the 
proponents. Reportedly the reason 
was a lack of funds. 

Since then the WHA has been trying 
various avenues for funding of 
housing for the elderly. It has not 
been successful. 

In 1977 the WHA went to the 
selectmen. That board was told the 
WHA could get funds for the project 
from HUD. The selectmen would 
have to sign a petition, saying that a 

existed in Wilmington, for 
elderly and family housing. 

‘The petition was signed. There was_ 
not a full board of selectmen at that 
meeting. The only selectman present 
who did not sign was John Imbimbo. 

This was the initial contact of WHA 
with HUD. The WHA was told it could 
get a grant for 25 units of elderly and 
low and moderate income housing. 
Ten of the units were to be one 
bedroom units. Those ten would 
constitute the elderly housing. 

A site was chosen for the housing 
Later it was learned that the par- 
ticular site was in the one hundfed 
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year flood plain. As a result the 
builder agreed to withdraw the ap- 
plication. 

The second phase of housing 
discussion with HUD "began in July 
1979. Because the WHA already hada 
grant promised, for 25 units of elderly 
and low and moderate income 
housing, HUD said there could be an 
additional grant of 80 units of elderly 
housing. 

Under the HUD program, the actual 
work of choosing sites, etc., would be 
proposed by builders who hoped to 
construct the housing. It would be 
known as “turnkey” housing. 

‘The prospective builders had to find 
the site, and to determine where the 
housing units should be built. This 
was not up to the WHA. The builders, 
of course, had to conform to the rules 
set up by HUD. 

Five developers submitted packets 
for the consideration of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. ‘The 
packets were opened on January 7 of 
this year. Each prospective builder 
had a different site, making a total of 
five sites submitted. 

The choice of builders and their 
sites was up to the members of the 
WHA Shut by a method set up by HUD. 
A point’scoring system was used, on 
forms provided by HUD. Each 
member had a score sheet. 

‘There were many questions that 
had to be asked and answered. Some 
of the questions concerned distances 
to shopping centers, ease of tran- 
sportation, availability of utilities, 
and distances to churches. 

Each member of the WHA did his 
own scoring. The votes were then 
tabulated, and one bidder was found 
to have the highest count, He was 
named to be the contractor. This was 
on Feb. 11, 1980. 

The contractor had named a site 
near the Wilmington Plaza, and op- 
posite to Route 129. This was to be the 
site for the elderly housing. Behind it, 
on land that could be reached from 
Glen Road, was to be the site for the 
low and moderate income housing. 

The WHA then asked the selectmen 
for a special town meeting. The two 
boards met in July, to do this. 

Prior to the July meeting the WHA 
had been waiting for the HUD review 
of their proposals. This took over 
three months, from March 10 to June 
20, 1980. 

There were several items that the 
WHA was seeking, in that town 
meeting. Essentially they were 


seeking to solve the housing for the 
elderly problem at that meeting. 

‘There was a need for a little more 
frontage, so that the lot would comply 
with the Wilmington zoning bylaw. 
This was to be accomplished by the 
transfer of a small piece of town 
owned land off Main Street. 

There was a need to lower the age 
limitation, in Wilmington, for elderly 
citizens. The US Social Security has 
set the age limit at 62. HUD conforms 
to this age ruling. In Wilmington the 
bylaws put the age at 65. 

The WHA would have to conform to 
HUD guidelines, to get the funds for 
the construction of elderly housing. 

There were two more articles, in 
addition to the two for the WHA. One 
article concerned bonding for sewer 
and water projects. The other con- 
cerned the definition of Jewel Drive, 
in the Wilmington Redvelopment 
Authority. 

Between the time of the call for the 
special town meeting and the time for 
the meeting there was what may be 
called a public reaction. Many 
residents of Glen Road, and residents 
of other places were opposed to the 
projects. 

Some residents organized a 
meeting, held in St. Dorothy's Church 
in early August. 

Two WHA members were present 
at that meeting, Barbara Larson and 
Lorraine Brozyna. The executive 
director, Henry Borazzo was also 
present. The meeting quickly turned 
into a protest meeting. 

During this same period of time 
there were several hearings, before 
town boards. Those heal were 
well attended by the opposition. 

On August 11th the selectmen 
suddenly cancelled the special town 
meeting. There was no public ex- 
planation. Nor was there one to the 
members of the WHA. 

A Board of Appeals hearing had 
been scheduled for the day after the 
town meeting, on August 26. The 
WHA members withdrew the petition, 
asa result of the cancellation. That in 
effect killed all action for the time 
being ~ 

Citizens now began to attend the 
meetings of the WHA. The chairman 
did not allow them to address the 
chair, if they did not have a previous 
appointment. 

In the WHA meeting of September 
29 there were calendar appointments 
for citizen participation. Among 
other things the WHA members 
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learned that there was now an 
organization which’ called -itself 
Concerned Citizens of Wilmington. 

The , the WHA members 
felt, was to stop HUD housing in 
Wilmington. This would defeat their 
efforts to get funds for elderly 
housing. 2 

The WHA members reviewed the 
events, and then decided the only 
method open to them, to get those 
funds, was to “go the 774 route.” 

From the Board of Appeals they 
could get the things that was being 
denied by the lack of a special town 
meeting. 774 can and does have the 
power to overrule all local zoning 
bylaws. through the issuing of a 
comprehensive permit. 

It was their decision that this was 
the only way to get the funds needed 
for elderly housing. They so voted. It 
was a three to two vote. 

Then, in a meeting on October 6, 
Lorraine Brozyna seconded a motion 
by Mel Keough to reconsider the vote 
of the previous meeting. Brozyna had 
voted for the 774 route. Her seconding 
in effect laid the question on the table 
(suspended progress), but there were 
additional points to be considered. 

Could Lorraine Brozyna legally 
second the motion, when the lady was 
one of those who had voted in favor of 
the 774 route? Some persons believed 
this could only be done by George 
Hooper, who had also voted against 
the 774 route. Hooper was not 
present. 

Among those present at that 
meeting was Robert Cain, the 
chairman of the selectmen. Cain said 
that the vote to cancel the special 
town meeting was, in their 
“the quickest way to kill the project,” 

The most recent item, in the story of 
housing for the elderly in Wilmington, 
is a request by the WHA for a special 
town meeting. The purpose is to get a 
vote for elderly housing. To date 
there has been no comment by the 
selectmen. 

The WHA plans to submit four 
articles, for the town meeting. Those 
articles, not necessarily in the order 
given here, will ask for: 

A change in the age limit, on 
elderly, to 62; a transfer of title for the 
small lot of land off Main Street, 
needed for zoning purposes for the 
housing for the elderly; authorization 
for construction of housing for the 
elderly; and authorization for con- 
struction of low and moderate income 
housing. 

If the town meeting votes in favor of 
all four articles there will still have to 
be a board of appeals hearing, before 
the construction of housing for the 
elderly can begin, 

If the town meeting fails to vote for 
one type of housing there will be an 
additional question to be considered, 
via: 

Will HUD advance funds for one 
type of housing, when the other type 
has not been voted?

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Les Guy is an antiquarian's blacksmith: 


Les Guy, a man of about 80 sum- 
mers, is a retired blacksmith. He is 
the person who can tell of the Saugus 
Iron Works. He spent the better part 
of a lifetime there. 

He was a very special kind of

blacksmith, one who knew of the 
secrets of blacksmithing of hundreds 
of years ago. 

The Saugus Iron Works was started 
in 1640 by the Puritan settlers of 
Massachusetts Bay, to provide that 


very much needed metal for the local 
households and livelihoods. 

On October 22, Les told of his own 
adventures as a blacksmith and 
ironworker to the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington. 

Born in Newfoundland, a descen- 
dant of Newfoundlanders from the 
year 1610, Les Guy spent his boyhood 
in Newkfaryport, where his father had 
established a blacksmith shop back in

school Les spent his time at the forge 
and at the anvil, helping his father. 
‘A man named Wallace Nutting 
bought a home in Newburyport, and, 
liking the quality of the ironwork done 
by Les’ father, asked him to move to 
Saugus, where Nutting had just 
bought the old iron master’s home. 
‘The iron master’s home dated back 
to the beginnings of the Saugus Iron 
Works. Al that time (1913) there was 
very little known about the place. 
A) There had been no restoration of any 


kind, no publicity. 

Guy's father moved to Saugus, and 
helped to furnish the home of the iron 
master with the type of tools and 
ironwork of the Colonial period. His 
father was a blacksmith, and a 
boilermaker, and was good at both 
trades. There would be thrée forges 
going at a time, in his father’s shop. 

‘As a boy Les learned the art of 
boiler making - how to put a new tube 
intoa boiler. He told of doing this, ina 
school in Saugus, when he was very 
small. The school principal would not 
believe that he was able to do it, but 
he did. And, when the boiler was put 
under pressure, to test the work, there 
wasn’t a single leak 

Because his dad was doing iron 
work in the old style, Les, as a young 
man, learned to make hand wrought 
nails. You started with a piece of % 
inch iron, and all day you worked at 
the forge. It was not easy, and to 
make 300 nails in a day was a lot of 
work. 

Les was able to do 600. He learned 
tomake ancient door latches, the kind 


used by the Colonials. He learned to 
make hinges, and lighting fixtures. 

His father's shop became a place 
where ancient fixtures could be made, 
or reproduced. Les was right in the 
middle of the work. 

Les did work for Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Ford, and then for the second 
Mrs. Henry Ford. And, as he told of 
this work to the Rotary Club, he would 
also tell of his experiences with these 
people. 

Pierpont Morgan learned of his 
work, and after having bought some 
told other millionaires about it. 

Les did all the iron work for the 
Wayside Inn, when it was restored. 
He did iron work for the Hammond 
Castle, in Gloucester. 

He was engaged by the 
Metropolitan Museum, in New York 
City, to restore the ancient armor in 
that placc, and to replace missing 
portions. He was the only person in 
the museum who was allowed to touch 
the ancient door locks in the place. 

In 1927 Mrs, John Hays Hammond 
wanted a beautiful iron gate erected 


at the entrance to their estate, in 
Gloucester. Les did it - a beautiful 
piece of work. 

Mrs, Hammond was quite anxious 
about it, but she did not say why. 
When the work was finished Les found 
out - the Prince of Wales was to be a 
guest, and she wanted that gate ready 
in time. a 

Les was also the blacksmith for the 
restoration of Williamsburg, Virginia. 
He sent “‘tons of stuff there” he said. 

He did not do any of the work of the 
restoration of the Saugus Iron Works, 
but was constantly consulted. George 
Fellows, the president of U.S, Steel 
was one of those who was interested, 
George and Les’s father talked over 
the meaning of the slag heap, outside 
the old iron works, before the 
restoration began. 

The iron works, when it began, 
worked with bog iron, to make cast 
iron pots and pans. It was not a 
blacksmithing place at first. But it 
became the first place in the United 
States to do this, and Les is happy to 
have had the place restored.

The scene in the Wilmington High 
School cafeteriajcould have been out 
of a Perry Mason script. The 
schedule dragged on, like a soap 
opera, And the theme was like that of 
a morality play. 

The Wilmington School Committee 
last week voted to fire math teacher 
Warren Atkinson after a dismissal 
hearing that had run for nearly a 
month. 

Atkinson was charged with 11 
counts of insubordination, conduct

Town Counsel Alan Altman and 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. Walter 
Pierce. 

The hearing, held in a quasi - 
judicial manner, was presided over 
by School Committee Chairman 
Lester White. Attorneys Altman and 
Healey each presented their case, 
conducting long examinations and 
cross examinations of witnesses. 

The incident which sparked the 
dismissal charges occurred in 
Atkinson's F-period class on May 15, 
1980, a date which became etched in 
the minds of approximately 50 people 


unbecoming a teacher and other 
charges. 

The hearing was held in open 
session, at Atkinson's request. 
Hearing sessions were held in three- 
hour segments in the high school 
cafeteria, During the proceedings, 
the School Committee met only once 
to conduct its regular business. 

Throughout the hearing Atkinson 
sat at a table next to Teachers’ 
Association attorney Charles Healey 
Sitting at a table facing them were 
who attended the hearings. 

‘Among the witnesses were several 


students from the F-period class, a 
course in prealgebra. Each was 
questioned by Altman and cross- 
examined by Healey. The students 
testified that Atkinson had ridiculed a 
male student in front of the class by 
asking him questions that implied he 
had been masturbating 

Other testimony was presented by 
faculty members and administrators 
that indicated Atkinson had not en 
joyed a good relationship with the 
school administration. 

Atkinson was presented by Healey 


received very little support from the 
administration. Atkinson’s version of 
the May 15 incident included a report 
of the student in question “rolling 
around on the floor” with a girlfriend 
just prior to the start of the class. And 
it included allegations that sending 
offenders to the office for discipline 
just did not work. 

Prior to the start of the hearing, 
Atkinson had indicated to the press 
that his reason for requesting an open 


hearing included wanting to bring out 
the difference in opinion between his 
philosophy and that of the school 
administration 

At the close of the hearing, the 
school committee voted to dismiss 
Atkinson on three of 11 charges. Only 
one vote was unanimous, Atkinson is 
expected to take his appeal to court 
He recently accepted a teaching post 
at Austin Preparatory School in 
Reading.

Proposition 24% taps into a very real 
anger over taxes on the part of 
Massachusetts residents. Un- 
fortunately, in efforts to strike out at 
the unfair’ overdépendence on the 
local property tax, residents of 
Wilmington who vote for Proposition 
2% would only be hurting their own 
community without any” guarantee 
that the state legislature would be 
getting the message that the voters 
are trying to send. 

We know for a faet that Proposition 
2% would reduce Wilmington 
property and automobile excise taxes 
by $4 million, a cut of 29 percent of the 
local revenues raised to support 
schools and town government. In 
addition, it is estimated that further 
cuts totalling $2 million would be 
necessary to offset inflation, com- 
mitments to existing contracts, and 
rising fixed costs such as MBTA and 
county assessments, 

This total loss of $6 million over the 
next two years represents a 38 per- 
cent reduction in funds available for 
services to the people of Wilmington. 

On the other hand, nothing in the 
proposition limits state taxes nor 
requires the state to bail out local 
communities. We can only expect 
that local services would be cut 
drastically, to the surprise and 
detriment ‘of many Wilmington 
residents who have come to depend on 
a certain level of town services. 

People who believe that $6 million 
can be found by ‘cutting the fat”” in 
the Town and School Budgets are 
kidding themselves. A cut of this 
magnitude means much more than 
simply laying off an administrator, a 
secretary, or a custodian here and 
there. We are no longer talking of tax 
reform at this point, but rather we 
will be witnessing a devastation of 
local services. 

‘To see specifically what a reduction 
of this magnitude would mean to the 
education of Wilmington children, the 
following exercise demonstrates how 
deep the Wilmington Public Schools 
would have to cut to generate $3 
million, 

As a cautionary note, please be 
aware that final decisions on budget 
cuts can only be made by -the 
Wilmington School Committee at the 
appropriate time. This list'is only an 
exercise and is not intended to reflect 
any program decisions or program 
priorities. As such an exercise, the 
following cuts would be made in the 
Wilmington School Budget over the 
next two years should Proposition 2% 
pass:

As the exercise obviously indicates, 
the education offered to every child in 
the Wilmington Public Schools would 
be seriously disrupted. 

‘One misconception that needs to be 
clarified is the suggestion that more 
cuts be made in the area of special 
education. Whether the 
Massachusetts Special Education 
Law, Chapter 766, is modified or not, 
reductions in this area can not be 
made because of the existence of the 
Federal Special Education Law, 9- 
142, which mandates the same 
programs as Chapter 766. 

Since a state referendum can not 
supersede a federal law, special 
education programs would have to 
remain virtually intact, with the 
exception that special needs children 
would not be integrated into larger 
sized classes. Unfortunately, this 
would only create even greater 
competition for limited resources 
between ‘special education and 
regular - day children. 

Every property owner can predict 
that he-she will save under 
Proposition 2%. ‘The fair market 
yalue, on which the proposition is 
based, is essentially the price that a 
homeowner would expect to receive if 
the hogse was put up for sale. 

If a homeowner feels that his-her 
house could be sold on today’s market 
for $60,000, then the taxes on 
that house after Proposition 2% would 
be $1,500. A house selling for $80,000 
would have a $2,000 property tax bill 
under 24. 
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$464,000 


Individual homeowners can 
compare these amounts to what they 
are now paying and determine their 
own savings. 

On the other aspects of the 
proposition, reduction of the 
automobile excise tax rate from $66 to 
$25 per thousand would mean a 
savings of $205 on a $5,000 car. The 
renter’s clause would produce an 
approximate $100 savings in state 
income taxes for anyone paying $300 
per month rent. 

Thus, the question before the voters 
of Wilmington is whether or not these 
savings justify the reduced level of 
services that would follow.

Dear Larz: 

How much longer can we depend on 
foreign oil supplies? With supplies 
dwindling and the demand for elec- 
tricity increasing we must consider 
the future alternatives to generate 
electricity. 

I feel we should harvest our nuclear 
power since it has the most potential 
and largest generating capacity. At 
the same time other sources of energy 
(such as coal, wood, hydro and solar) 
should be developed because common 
sense says we need them all. 

As a student of the University of 
Lowell, I took a co-op job with Yankee 
Atomic Electric Company. At that 
time I was neither anti - nor pro - 
nuclear. After working with safety 
analysis and safeguards that go 
behind a nuclear power plant, I soon 
realized that nuclear was an excellent 
alternative. 

However, safety isn't the only issue 
at hand. New England's -seven 
nuclear power plants (producing 34 
percent of our electricity) saved the 
consumer $500 million and the bur- 
ning of 46 million barrels of oil last 
year. 

This year there is a very misleading 
réferendum on the ballot that would 
cripple our energy future. It states a 
“moratorium” or delay on the con- 
struction and licensing of new nuclear 
power plants. If this should pass, it 
would initiate the deterioration of our 
future energy supplies. I say vote No 
on Question 8.

Dear Larz: 

Your editorial on the plight of old 
town buildings has spurred me to 
write this letter. I would like to ex- 
press a few personal thoughts on this 
subject - on taxes, on special in- 
terests. We now have a chance to 
partially stabilize our tax rate, by 
using some of our assets, assets which 
previous taxes have paid for, taxes 
from the people of Wilmington.

Tuesday's presidential election 
promises to draw an exceptionally 
large turnout in Wilmington. Town 
Clerk Pat Lynch said that she expects 
85 to 90 percent of Wilmington’s 9670 
voters to go to the polls. She said that 
90 percent was quite possible, due to 
the high interest in Proposition 2%. 

In the 1976 dential election 7466 
people 81.6 percent of the 
town’s 9134 registered voters, 

Because of the expected large 
turnout, voters in precincts five and 
six will vote at the North In- 
termediate School. Voters in 
Wilmington’s other four precincts will 
go to the high school, the usual polling 
place. 

Mrs. Lynch said that voters would 
have a maximum of five minutes in 
which to make their choices on the 
voting machines, She urged voters to 
familiarize themselves with the 
candidates and the question before 
going to the polls. 

She said that sample ballots would 
be posted at several stores in town, 
and at the Town Hall. A red booklet 
explaining the questions was recently 
distributed to all households, and a 
supplement was also distributed. The 
supplement was added because the 
Legislature created questions five 
and six in September, after the 
booklet had been printed.

ESTHER LATTA’S 
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School committees 
oppose Prop. 2'2 


(The following announcement was 
released by the Tewksbury School 
Committee.) 

The school committees of the 
following Merrimack- Valley school 
have voted to oppose 
Proposition 2%: Andover, Bedford, 
Billerica, Burlington, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Greater Lawrence Regional 
Vocational Tech, Greater Lowell 
Regional Vocational Tech, Haverhill, 
Lowell, Methuen, North Andover, 
Shawsheen Tech, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Representing the Merrimack 
Valley Association of School Com- 
mittees (MVASC), James E. Sullivan 
of Tewksbury designated Dr. Carol 
Wareing, also a Tewksbury School 
Committee member, as 
spokeswoman for the association. 

In her opening remarks, Wareing 
States that the MVASC favors tax 
reform, “but we don’t believe we can 
afford Prop. 2% as it is written.” 

Wareing continues: “Although we 
all want tax reform, we likewise 
realize that there are no free rides. 
Far from being the panacea of local 
taxpayers, Prop 2% promises 
dismemberment of local services; 
quick, arbitrary, and shortsighted 
priorities based on political ex- 
pediency rather than public interest; 
and general frustration and panic in 
the face of expected massive layoffs." 

According to Wareing, the MVASC 
believes Prop. 2% is only half a 
proposition. “It attempts to reduce 
taxes, but it doesn't offer any alter- 
native for services now provided by 
municipal funding. Simply stated, 
Prop. 2% trades basic. school and 
local services for a lower tax rate.” 

Prop 2%, she says, rather con- 
veniently ignores the fixed costs faced 
by most municipalities, including 
issued bonds and bank notes, pen- 
sions, unemployment compensation, 
and county assessments. She also 
feels it ignores the effects of inflation, 
which will make revenue losses even 
more drastic than they now appear. 


With respect to impact on local 
governance, Wareing states that, 
“Prop.2¥ not only eliminates "home 
rule,’ which affords municipalities 
the right and responsibility to 
determine their own needs and level 
of funding, but it totally disregards 
the needs and aspirations of our 
future leaders - today’s youth.” 

Contending that Proposition 2% will 
seriously injure children, Wareing 
and school committee colleagues ask 
those claiming that students today 
receive more attention in school than 
was necessary in previous 
generations if they are aware of state 
and federally-mandated programs 
(such as minimum competency 
testing, bilingual education, special 
education, and the like) left to be 
financed by local school districts; if 
these same people are cognizant of 
the knowledge explosion resulting in 
curriculum overloading and greater 
demands placed on students for 
further education; and if these same 
people are willing to admit that 
students today are in the midst of 
technological advancements 
demanding constant update and 
change necessitating increased 
education, 

Wareing asks, “What price are we 
willing to pay to ‘send a message to 
the legislature” regarding tax relief? 
How many proponents of 24 will offer 
their children as the sacrificial lambs 
to meet this end?” 

In conclusion, Wareing says, “As 
members of the Merrimack Valley 
School Committees, our jobs are not 
atstake here. We will be around with 
or without Prop 2%. We are not a 
special interest group. Our only in- 
terest is children, and as such we 
choose to be their advocates because 
their messages will not be recorded 
on election day. Hence, in con- 
sideration of our youth and their 
future prospects and ambitions, we 
stand firm against Proposition 2%, 
and we urge parents and citizens to do 
the same by voting no on Question 2.""

Neighbors nervous as West Street surveying be 


by Elaine DePasquale 

West Street residents are eyeing 
with caution engineers and surveyors 
who have recently begun work on an 
environmental impact statement for 
the proposed reconstruction of Route 
129 in South Wilmington. 

Peter Hayes, who lives on the 
portion of West Street which lies north 
of Route 129, told Wilmington 
selectmen Monday night that he and 
his neighbors had a “handshake 
agreement’? with Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
representatives that reconstruction of 
the northerly portion of West Street 
would be deleted from the final plan. 

Yet, said Hayes, the plan which was 
submitted to the federal government 
in application of up to 90 per cent 
federal funding, still contains a 
proposal to redesign that part of West 
Street. 

“I think it isn't all settled until they 
have the final design review,” said 
Hayes. “Could they have that without 
telling us?” 

Concern over the $11 -million 
reconstruction proposal is not a new 
issue in Wilmington. Plans fot the 
project have been in the making for 
toore than 10 years. When first 
proposed in the late 1960’s, project 
was a $400,000 relocation job. 

In 1976, the plans were remoyed 
from a back burner and planning 
began in earnest by the DPW. When 
definitive plans were presented to the 
Wilmington public at the first of a 
series of public hearings in May, 1978, 
however, they met with resounding 
disapproval from residents of the 
areas which would be most affected 

Most vocal was a grass roots 
organization called the South 
Wilmington Betterment Association. 
Due largely to their efforts, planning 
was modified and adapted to meet 
with the approval of many area 
residents, Not residents of the nor- 
therly section of West Street, 
however, who, according to Hayes, 
feel they have been sold out. 

“No one (on the north side of West 
Street) was ever approached by the 
South Betterment Association," 
Hayes charged. ‘They were moving 
the road from their backyard into the 
area where it is now by not 
representing the area they were 
putting it in.” 

Hayes said he believed it was unfair 
for a group of 26 people to indicate 
their approval to the DPW of an issue 
that affected 2000, as Hayes claims 
the group did in May 1979. 

‘According to State Representative 
Jim Miceli, however, the issue is not 
as critical as Hayes seemed to 
believe. 

“You don't have to worry about a 


thing. It's being held up on a federal Life saving res 
level at the review stage,” he said. 
“We could conservatively add 10 or 11 course 
months before it even comes back to

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the community for the final design 
review.” 

Miceli stressed that there had been 
no new developments regarding the 
project for several months. ‘I'll stay 
on top of it,” he promised the select- 
men, “so there is never a surprise.” 

Miceli said he had also heard DPW 
Project Engineer Walter Gustafson 
tell State Representative Michael 
Barrett, who represents Wilmington's 
Precinct 3, that he would recommend 
deletion of that portion of the road. 
But, explained Miceli, the project 
“has to come back from the feds 
before you can start designing the 
road.” 

Miceli’s input appeared to annoy 


Hayes. 

“You should relinquish that portion 
of Wilmington and tell the people who 
their representative is,” he said. “If 
people don't know who their 
representative is, it seems to me it 
almost discredits that represen- 
tative.” 

Miceli, who had prefaced his 
remarks with an explanation that he 
did not represent Precinct 3, said it 
was “Hard to fathom the fact that 
when you go beyond Lowell Street, it 
is nolonger ours." “Whenever people 
want to pick up the phone and call me,

1 am always receptive,” he said. 

Sharing Hayes’ skepticism about 
the Route 129 project were Selectmen 
Aldo Caira and Daniel Ballou. 

“If it gets by this 10 or 11 month 
period and comes back intact, what 
impact would that have on the final 
review draft?” Caira asked. “I 
would hate to have a final review 
come in to the community as a rubber 
stamp thing,” he said. 

Caira read from a Planning Board 
letter to the selectmen dated October 
22, which noted that the project would 
require taking eight homes, 27 
businesses and 27 acres of land and 
would include a four lane highway 
from Route 93 to the Fred F. Cain 
Bridge on Richmond Street. 

Ballou said he was opposed to the 
reconstruction of West Street. “I 
think West Street should remain the 
way it is. I've been here all my life 
and it's getting to be a different 
Wilmington from the one I know. 
‘They call it progress, but that’s 
debatable,” he said. 

Several months ago, however, the 
selectmen voted 41 to indicate they 
would favor those parts of the 
proposal which addressed escalating 
traffic problems in Wilmington 
Center and the point at which in-

dustrial park traffic funnels onto

The Wilmington Police log for the 
week ending October 28 shows a busy 
severf days for some types of crimes, 
including break-ins and larcenies, but 
the number of arrests went down.

Social Security

Medicare 

Medicare deductibles and 
payments for Medicare recipients 
will change on January 1. Deduc- 
tibles will go up to $204 from $180. 
From the 61st to the 90th day of 
‘hospitalization the patient will pay $51 
instead of $45.00 and after 90 days $102 
instead of $90. Patients will pay $25.50 
per day in skilled nursing: facilities 
from the 2ist day through 100 days 
instead of $22.50. The deductible is a 
13.33 percent increase. 

About 28.1 million persons are 
covered by hospital insurance under 
Medicare with some 600,000 more 
expected to be covered in 1981. Even 
with this increase the United States is 
much lower in annual growth than 
many of the industrial countries of 
Europe.
